UPDATE ON 
WHITEHURST 
FREEWAY 


Excerpts from a statement by Geoffrey Tyler on the 
Whitehurst Freeway 
Presented during the meeting of the Foggy Bottom 
Association on September 24, 1984 

The genesis of the positions of the FBA and ANC 
2A on the WHF Corridor Study began when resi- 
dents perceived that the outcome of the Study was 
likely to lead to virtually no change in our neighbor- 
hood and thereby leave us with no relief from the 
current intolerable impact on our quality of life. 

Subsequently, there were two public hearings on 
the DEIS. The first was conducted by the D.C. 
DOT (since renamed Department of Public 
Works.) ; ae 


No official outcome has been made-public direct- 


ly as a result of that hearing but implicitly the D.C. 


Administration decided to support the alternative 
rejected by the FBA and ANC 2A. The second 
hearing, conducted by the then D.C. Council Com- 
mittee on Transportation and Environmental Af- 
fairs (now renamed Committee on Public Works), 
at the request of Commissioner Maria Tyler, exam- 
ined the position of Foggy Bottom in the DEIS. The 
Chairman of the Committee found, inter alia, that 
the WHF has significant economic, social and envi- 
ronmental effects on the FB community, that these 
had not been considered in the DEIS and that the 
D.C. Department of Public Works had not fulfilled 
its legal obligations. He concluded that further ana- 
lysis was needed before the Department of Public 
Works could develop “‘for residents and motorists, 
a fair and balanced solution for the rehabilitation of 
the Freeway” (for details see Commissioner Tyler’s 
article in the latest issue of the FB News). 

FB residents were not the only group dissatisfied. 


The Georgetown Business and Professional Associ-, 


ation (who were also represented on the Steering 
Committee) found none of the alternatives satis- 
factory. They initiated a study themselves, to be 
- submitted to the Mayor, which proposes a new ap- 
proach, that would, inter alia, remove the elevated 
structure, provide for a tunnel for through traffic 
from west of Wisconsin Avenue to about 30th 
Street and which would connect M Street to the 
Freeway westbound and to I 66 southbound, exiting 
from M Street west of Rock Creek. (The ramp pro- 
posed by the consultants under two of the alterna- 
tives was placed close to the Westbridge east of 
Rock Creek and was objected to by residents in the 
Westbridge.) A group of concerned architects took 
much the same view as the Georgetown Business 
and Professional Association and submitted a simi- 
lar solution to the Department of Public Works.

CRIMEWATCH meno — 


Those of you who came to the 
recent Foggy Bottom meeting 
heard our police talk about the 
- crimes which had occurred 
during the summer months 
and also about our fool-hardy 
residents who leave their front 
doors open and unattended, 
or. who locked the front door 
but left the window next to the 
door wide open, etc. etc.... 
all problems which invite the 
thief to go shopping in your 
home. Without our help the 
police cannot keep down 
robberies. 

Another chronic problem, 
one with a unique twist is that 
lately, there have been a num- 
ber of cars broken into in vari- 
ous places around the Bottom. 
Many of these have had ob- 
jects visible to the passer-by 
and all are open targets for the 
thief. Now for the twist...a 
number of people have re- 
ported minor thefts etc. to me 
and in many of the cases, the 
cars have been illegally parked 
in the first place. Those of you 
who still insist in parking 
behind the Swarthmore and 
Bader in the alley fire-lanes, 
you may think you are helping 
yourselves but in reality you 
are risking the lives of your 
neighbors should there be a 
fire, opening yourself to a fine 
should your car be seen, or 
even removal of your car by 
the authorities. Imagine your 
surprise if your car was robbed 


and the police who have come 


in response to the robbery 
would have to ticket the car for 
illegal parking. In’ Snow’s 
Court we also have seen cars 
which are parked so incor- 
rectly that they often partially 
block the traffic which must 
use the alleys to get to and 
from parking spaces. 

Lately, I have had reports of 
such things as rental trucks 


` parked illegally or which are in 


places they should not be at 
very odd hours late at night. 
Mary Brewster of Queen 
Anne’s Lane had observed a 
strange truck parked in a no 
parking space. When she first 
saw it she was afraid that it 
might be up to no good and 
eventually she was able to lo- 
cate where the owners were 
staying. I must commend 
Mary because she did search it 
out and did report the truck to 
me before-she was able to find 
out to whom it belonged. Re- 
member, a strange truck cruis- 
ing in the neighborhood late at 
night could be a problem and 
it is best to check first than to 
be sorry later. 

I am still seeing readers 
leave purses open in shopping 
carts at the stores. Ladies... 
be careful, it only takes a sec- 
ond to be relieved of a bag or 
a wallet. Don’t leave your 
handbag and go to the other 
side of a counter to pick up 
something. : 

It seems to be the current 
style, particularly with our col-

lege crowd, for men to go 
around with either a wallet or 
a check book extending high 
above their back pockets. 
Guys... it only takes a second 
to lose that extra weight in 
your pocket and if you are on 
the subway-you may not even 
feel the nudge until it is too 
late. 

We can help our police by 
observing simple precautions. 
We expect a police officer to 
take valuable time to listen to 
us cry over a lost possession 
when we ourselves set up our- 
selves for the theft. Wouldn’t 
you rather see our enforce- 
ment officers attending to 
much more serious problems? 
Our local police bend over 
backwards to help us, to edu- 
cate us in crime prevention, to 
be available whenever we 
need advice etc. Let’s show 
them we appreciate their help 
by putting into practice all the 
things that we have been told 
to do with regard to crime pre- 
vention. We are being more 
careful on the streets and we 
are watching our apartment

Keep up 
the good work now and try to

Each year he finds 
additional time in his hectic- 
volunteer schedule to raise 
money for the community by 
managing the annual charity 
auction of the Foggy Bottom 
Association (which funds help 
pay for the paper you are read- 
ing now), and he writes educa- 
tional articles for the Foggy 
Bottom News on issues of in- 
terest to us all. He even 
pounds the pavement publi- 
cizing meetings and creating 
community awareness along 
the way. 

On Tuesday, November 6th, 
we will elect many public offi- 
cials on all levels—communi- 
ty, city and national. It is good 
to know we can vote for one 
person—STEVE LEVY—as a 
neighbor and a friend who has 
demonstrated over the years 
that we can count on him 
again, and again.

1. My Platform 

I consider my most impor- 
tant task to be the preserva- 
tion and enhancement of resi- 
dential life in Foggy Bottom. 
Two factors—zoning and traf- 
fic movements—crucially in- 
fluence these objectives. Un- 
fortunately, Foggy Bottom has 
been plagued by both, poor 
zoning regulations and unac- 
ceptable traffic conditions. To 
protect our neighborhood, the 
work required of a commis- 
sioner is enormous. My record 
shows that I am willing to 
work unstintingly to improve 
our living conditions. During 


_ my terms I have encouraged 


and greatly benefited from 
participation by residents in 
ANC work. I have worked 
closely with the FBA, and 


have built a sound relationship < 


with councilmembers, particu- 
larly Wilson and Moore, and 
with the staff of the D.C. Ad- 
ministration, particularly in 
the Department of Public 
Works, which now deals with 
traffic matters.

the City in cooperation with 
affected neighborhoods as a 
unique opportunity to redress 
the damage done to Foggy 
Bottom in the early 1960s 
when the Freeway was ex- 
tended to its eastern terminus 
at Washington Circle for the 
sole benefit of commuters. In 
response to concerns €x- 
pressed by residents, I was 
instrumental in collecting a pe- 
tition réquesting a prohibition 
of heavy trucks on K Street be- 
tween 26th and 24th Streets 
(thereby also protecting other 
Foggy Bottom residential 
streets from such trucks). This 
was rejected and we were told 
to rely on the Freeway Study 
to resolve the problem. After 
this denial and knowing that 
the then proposed alternatives 
left the WHF unchanged in 
our neighborhood, I arranged 
for the collection of a petition 
requesting the extension of the 
existing tunnel under Wash- 
ington Circle to beyond 26th 
Street as the-only meaningful 
solution for Foggy Bottom. 
Both petitions were backed by 
strong ANC Resolutions. As a 
result, an optional tunnel and 
several other improvements in 
the East End of the WHF were 
incorporated in the alterna- 
tives to be considered. How- 


ever, although two of the final — 


alternatives of the Draft Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement 
(DEIS) did something to help 
Foggy Bottom, it became 
widely believed that the Dept. 
of Public Works and the 
Mayor were pushing for the al- 
ternative which spent virtually 
all the money (some $100 mil- 
lion, including an expensive 
tunnel under the C&O canal) 
on the West End, and ignored 
Foggy Bottom. Along with 15 
volunteers, I collected a peti- 
tion signed by over 1000 resi- 
dents, within just one week, 
requesting specific improve- 
ments in the Foggy Bottom 
neighborhood extending to 
Virginia Ave. in the south. I 
approached Councilmember 
Moore, Chair of the Commit- 
tee on Public Works of the 
D.C. Council for help. He 
gave our neighborhood a spe- 
cial public hearing on the 
WHEF/K Street tunnel exten- 
sion, and his conclusions pro- 
vided legal grounds as to why 
the DEIS must be corrected to 
take proper account of Foggy 
Bottom. Other representa- 
tives involved in the WHF 
Corridor Study, in particular 


the Georgetown Business and 
Professional Assn., were also 
dissatisfied with the likely out- 
come and pursued bilateral 
negotiations with the D.C. 
Administration on a com- 
pletely new redesign. I wrote 
to the Dept. of Public Works 
on this matter; my letter is re- 
produced on page 00. Largely 
as a result of this intervention 
and the help of Councilman 
Wilson, the architects of the 
Georgetown Business and 
Professional Association put a 
proposal to me that could take 
account of many problems 
Foggy Bottom has with the 
present alternatives. After dis- 
cussion with a number of ANC 
commissioners and other resi- 
dents, the subsequent open 
ANC meeting passed a resolu- 
tion which requests the Mayor 
for further study of the pro- 
posal with full community in- 


. volvement. The WHF is. a 


complex matter and I believe 
it is essential that I be able to 
continue as the Commissioner 
directly responsible for it— 
because of my very close in- 
volvement in this case—to en- 
sure an equitable solution for 
our neighborhood. Foggy Bot- 
tom deserves a fair share in the 
improvements that any work 
on the WHF should bring. 


3. Other Matters 

At present D.C. zoning reg- 
ulations permit, as a matter of 
right, residential neighbor- 
hoods to be used by a large 
number of non-residential us- 
ages, e.g. medical offices, 
chanceries. As a result, we 
have suffered enormous ero- 
sions in our residential base 
and the trend continues. I be- 
lieve that our ANC should ap- 
proach each and every coun- 
cilmember and the Mayor to 
request a change in the regu- 
lations so as to safeguard our 
residential base. In this effort 
we should ask other ANCs, 
such as Dupont Circle, to join 
us.

The present position is un- 
clear. It does seem that the 
D.C. authorities wish to pro- 
pose the alternative which 
does nothing for Foggy Bot- 
tom. The representatives of 
the -Mayor and- of -Dave 
Clark—the Chairman of the 
D.C. Council—on the Nation- 
al Capital Development Com- 


“mission voted in favor of this 


alternative at a meeting of the 
Commission. The Washington 
Post of September 19, 1984 
contained an article saying, in 
effect, that the Mayor had de- 
cided on this alternative. 
However, the same article 
stated that the Mayor had 
asked the Georgetown group 
for more information on their 
proposal. 

A further significant factor 
is strong opposition by the Na- 
tional Park Service to an im- 
portant aspect of the alterna- 
tive the Mayor apparently 
favors. While doing nothing 
for Foggy Bottom, this alter- 
native provides for an expen- 
sive tunnel at the west end of 
the WHF under the C and O 
conal, designed to speed com- 
muter traffic. The National 
Park Service ts completely 
against this. 

As I have explained, the 
position is currently very com- 
plex. On the one hand, there 
are endeavors to make the 


D.C. Administration realize 


that the DEIS is unsatisfac- 
tory, faulty, and inadequate, 
and that a new approach is 
needed. On the other hand, 
the Administration apparently 
wishes to go ahead with a re- 
design unacceptable to Foggy 


Bottom, to important seg- 


ments of Georgetown and to 
the National Park Service. 


Even without the tunnel at the | 
west under the Canal, the ap-. 


proach would still be totally 
unsatisfactory to Foggy Bot- 
tom and to the Georgetown 
Business and Professional As- 
sociation. According to the 
Washington Post, this would 
still entail: spending some $60 
million, of which Foggy Bot- 
tom taxpayers would get noth- 
ing, or virtually nothing. 
Rumors about when the 
Mayor will announce his posi- 
tion vary depending on who 
one talks to: some say Octo- 
ber, some say much later. One 
thing does seem clear. The 
DEIS is recognized to be very 
open to legal challenge, which 
would probably be successful. 
A decision for the alternative 


apparently favored by the Ad- 


ministration would not neces- 
sarily be the end of the matter. 

Finally, the paving. of the 
Freeway is about to be reno- 
vated to the extent of levelling 
the surface and filling in holes 
as part of the Mayor’s “anti- 
pothole” program. I am told 
that this has nothing to do with 
the Freeway redesign. 

I regret that my official obli- 
gations connected with my 


“work prevented me from at- 
‘tending tonight to answer 


questions on this complex 
matter. One thing must be 
stressed, however; no matter 
what is decided, Foggy Bot- 
tom taxpayers—a numerous, 


` dedicated, and active residen- 


tial group—have put an enor- 
mous struggle to obtain relief. 
This neighborhood also de- 
serves a fair share in the im- 


provements that the proposed 


work on the WHF should 
bring.
